may be brought to a victorious close this year if the Allies give 
the Italians a full measure of support in the offensive -which has 
"been launched against the Austrians, is reflected in official wire- 
less dispatches received today from the Italian capital. 


These messages say the Austrian retreat across the Piave in 


which the Italians already have taken 45,000 prisoners, has be- 
come a virtual rout .but that irvformauion from secret sources 
shows that many divisions of German troops have been detach- 


1 ed from the front in France and are being rushed to the aid of

Y., southwest from there but north of 
Schenectady to Binghamton, continu- 
ing through Williamsport, Pa.,- to Al- 
toona; back eastward to the Shippens- 
burs-Rutherford yards near Harris- 
burg, southward through Baltimore 
and Chesapeake bay to the Maryland- 
Virginia state line, thence east along 
that line.

Carpet in Its Bed. 


The Mississippi river, most capri- 


cious and pampered of all streams, on 
which Uncle Sam has spent millions 
of dollars in jetties and levees to keep 
her in proper place, is now having a 
carpet made for her at an expense o£ 
many hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars. Rather she is having a number 
of carpets made; not of cotton or linen 
or wool, but of trees and branches. 
Some of the carpets are a miie in 
length and 200 feet in width. 


Thev will be used to carpet the bed 


of the river near Memphis, Tenn., in 
order to prevent tbe stream from 
changing its course and leaving the 
city high and dry. The Mississippi 
has art unfortunate and expensive hab- 
it of cutting new channels and desert- 
ing towns upon Its banks that have 
grown up. into thriving centers on ac- 
count of their position on the stream. 
There ore scores of towns that have 
beon left, sometimes several miles back 
from the new river heel. Of course this 
results In the ruin of the deserted 
town. 


In the case of Memphis, the conse- 


quences of the rtver cutting a new 
channel several miles west of its pres- 
ent bed and leaving a city of more 
than 100,000 population stranded would 
be so serious that the government has 
come to the rescue of the threatened 
town.
